Defendant told him that 
he was never an employee anywhere,

Relief Cases, 


‘During the year under review 
the number of cases for relief were 
few, and since.the end of the year 
there had been one only, though 
that. was for rather a large 
amount, The amount, of good 
they could do was gradually graw- 
ing smaller, and they were con- 
centrating their efferts on the 
organisation of Poppy Day and 
remitting the money Home. . 

Last year they did far better 
than any. previous. year, over 
£1,500 being sent to Earl Haig’s 
Fund, ineluding $26° from Chefoo. 
The organisation expenses were a 
trifle higher owing to reduced 
support from Home in the way of 
poppies and: advertising posters. 

Chinese ladies helped for the 
first timg, and were oxtraordinarl- 
ly syccessful,-and a good response 
wag reecived to appeals sent “to 
lending members of the Chinese 
and foreign communities.

_ MISSION HOUSE ‘LOOTED. 


Warned just in time to make 
their escape, two foreign women 
missionaries, Miss B. Webster and 
Miss C..Coleston, members of the 
-C.1.M.-are.now_in_hiding fromthe 
fury of an anti-foreign: mob near 
Kienpiig in Anhui province, 
according to a letter recéived at 
the mission headquarters in 
Shanghai ‘last week.’ ‘The news 
was scribbled in pencil upon a 
sernp of paper:and gave few de- 
tails as to how the women were 
faring. 

A letter warning them that they 
had better make their escape fron 
the town was received by them on 
the morning,.of the attack, ard 
this coinciding with advices’ from, 
‘Shanghai: that thelr position was 
precarious, caused an to ‘pack 
jup a few belongings and bedding, 
and leave their home in a hurry. 
Agitators - were. holding  anti- 
foreign meetings in the town, and 
the two women had a dangerous 
time. reaching their hiding. place. 

Roused ta frenzy by the urgings’ 
of the agitators a mob of lubour- 
ers and coolies marched to the 
mission building, burst-down the 
doors in search of the women, and 
looted. all that was left in the 
house, destroying everything 
which could not be carried away. 
The wherexbouts of” the two 
women is not known.in-Shanghal, 
but in their letter they state that 
mle are safe and ee comfort- 
able. :

BUILT 32 ‘YEARS. AGO. 


in connexion with our .leading 


article yesterday on “Our -Mar-|- 


kets,” Mr, J. P. Braga writes to in- 
form us that the Central Market’ 
was completed on ‘the S0th April, 
1895, and opened on_ 1st May, 
thirty-two yeard ago. “Mr. Braga 
states that, in the Odds and Ends 
bi-monthly illustrated magazino 
which — he started ‘and. e 

1897, there is a full quarto page 
illustration,’ in collotype, of the 
Central Market,” building, The 
descriptive matter dn the same 
publication was compiled from 
the facts and figures contained in 
the official report of the Director 
of Public Works’for 1895. 

We reproduce below the article 
from Odds and Ends. It will be 
seen that practically no structural 
alterations of importance Have: 
been effected on the market build- 
ing to bring it up to date of mo- 
dern requirements in such a struc- 
ture. This fact gives all the 
greater ‘weight to Mr’. Braga’s 
practical suggestions at the mect- 
ing of the Sanitary Board last. 
Tuesday. * . re 

-The article reads:—The new 
Market is situated ‘between the 
Queen’ s*Road and Praya, and oc- 
cupies & site in a. central position 
in the City of Victoria bounded on 
the north by Jubilee Street, south 
by Queen Victoria Street, west by 
Queen’s Road and east by Praya 
Central. The*total area of the 
site is 61,274 aquare feet, and that 
actually .oceupied by bulldings 
exclusive of- approaches and.cen- 
tral avenue is 40,000 square fect. 
The building consists of “two 
4 blocks cach two stories‘ in height, 
the lower storey having the main 
entrance from the Praya and the 
upper from Queen’s Road. Side 
entrances are also provided from 
Victoria and Jubilee Streets. Be- 
tween the two blocks {s a central: 
favenue 20 feet in width; over this 
are constructed ‘at each end ins- 
pector’s quarters. The. two 
‘blocks are connected by a ¢overed 
way across the central avenue ow 
each" floor. The walls. of the 
‘building ure of red "prick with 
granite stone dreisings. 


The'floors are of concrete finish- : 


ed in cement, the upper one being 
carried on cast iron columns and 
‘wrought fron girders with steel 
joists and corrugated. steel deck- 
ing, the cast iron work being ob- 
tained from Messrs Newton Cham-. 
bers & Coy ‘Sheffield, and the 
wrought iron work and steel from 
the Horschay’ Company," Shrop- || 
chire. The roof ig of double pan 
and roll tiles carried by wrought 
iron trusses 12-feet apart and. of 
51 feet span, the purlina being of 
yaecal timber 6% x 3” in section 
running longitudinally and placed 
V5” apart.. The iron work for the 
roof was obtained from Messrs. 
Cochrane & Co., Duddley. 

The southern lock, containing 
46 shops, is devoted to the whole- 
sale dealers in fish and vegetables. 
The shops are 166” x.12’0” with 
the exception of two-of the fish 
shops which are 23'9” x 120";
